U.S. ASKS SPEED'

WASHINGTON (UTO 
The gov­ 
ernment urged the Supreme Court 
today to speed up action on an 
injunction to send the striking 
steelworkers back to work, but 
the union said a delay would not 
"irraparably damage 
the nation 
The Justice Department asked 
the court to set up a timetable 
requiring the union to file by noon 
Thursday its appeal against a 
back to work order or lose the 
six-day stay set by an appeals 
court. 


VUE

IN

counter 
brief, declared readiness to file 
a petition for review of the case 
by Friday morning but opposed 
any speed up that would inter­ 
fere with the six-day stay. 
In the midst of the legal man­ 
euvering. 
President 
Eisenhower 
again urged that steel manage­ 
ment and union continue with ut­ 
most efforts to settle their dispute 
by negotiation. He told his news 
conference that the national bene­ 
fits of full employment and pro­ 
duction should override any sel­ 
fish interest of both sides. 


IN PAPERS FILED with the 
Supreme Court, the union said the 
case "involves serious 
and im­ 
portant statutory and constitution­ 
al questions." 
It contended that "A delay of 
a few more days, indeed of a few 
more weeks, would not irrepara­ 
bly damage the national interest." 
The union petition 
noted that 
Eisenhower "waited 96 days” be­ 
fore invoking procedures of the 
Taft Hartley Law which call for 
the injunction. It also pointed out 
that he. gave a fact-finding board 


a three-day extension to report to

and

Court was entitled to at least as 
much time as the fact-finders to 
consider the case.

A t M eeting 


A section by section hearing on 
the proposed new county subdivi­ 
sion ordinance was held this week 
by the Board of Supervisors, and 
adjourned 
until 
next 
Monday, 
Nov. 2, at 10 a m. 
Most changes made were re­ 
wording for clarification suggest­ 
ed by Earl Roberts of Pioneer Ti­ 
tle Company. An exception to this 
was the increase of minimum lot 
depths to two and one-half times 
the width. Minimum lpt size .re­ 
mains at 7.200 square feet. This 
change also 
was proposed 
by 
Roberts. 


THE FIRST FOUR articles of 
the 12-article ordinance were cov­ 
ered at the hearing. Much of the 
time was spent in arguing over 
the definition of a subdivision. 
Supervisors Fred McCall 
and 
William Jones expressed dissatis­ 
faction with the definition as it is 
written. Supervisors George Ber- 
key and Paul Anderson both fa­ 
vored leaving it intact, and Su­ 
pervisor Curtis Chamberlain said 
he was undecided. 


THE DEFINITION is given In 
Section 2.17 and states that “sub­ 
division" means "any real prop­ 
erty, improved or unimproved, or 
portion thereof shown on the lat­ 
est equalized assessment roll as 
a unit or as 
contiguous 
units, 
which is divided or proposed to 
be divided by any person for the 
purpose of sale, 
gift or 
lease, 
whether immediate or future into 
five or more lots or parcels, any 
one of which has a net area less 
than nine acres " Excepted are 
certain leases, and cemeteries. 
"This doesn't exclude Record of 
Survey developments," said Ber- 
key, "except for less than nine 
acres. It expands the scope of a 
subdivision." 
The 
controversial Land 
Divi­ 
sions section of the ordinance has 
already been deleted.

BOMBER CRASHES 
IN WOODED AREA 


HATTIESBURG, Miss. (UPD— 
A sleek, delta-wing B58 jet bomb­ 
er crashed 
and 
exploded in a 
wooded area near here Tuesday 
night. One of the three civilian 
crewmen aboard was killed. 
The batlike Convair plane, the 
Air Force's fastest and most mod­ 
ern bomber, came in low and ex­ 
ploded near ground level Then a 
second, louder explosion, 
heard 
for 
about 
30 
miles, 
scattered 
wreckage over 60 acres, setting 
trees and grass afire. 


THE 
STRICKEN 
plane 
Just 
missed 
crashing 
into the

Grove school building where 
12 
adults were meeting. An eyewit­ 
ness said it "looked like a comet 
— then it exploded." 
All three Convair crewmen par­ 
achuted from the plane from an 
altitude of 25.000 feet One. Harry 
N. Blosser, 35, Lake Worth. Tex., 
was found dead early today near 
the crash scene. Pilot Everett L. 
Wheeler, 41, Fort 
Worth, Tex . 
was taken to a hospital with a 
broken arm. Michael F. Keeler. 


41, Fort Worth, apparently was 
not injured. 


BLOSSER WAS 
f o u n d 
still 
strapped in his ejection seat about 
three miles from where the plane 
crashed. His parachute had not 
opened. 
It first had been reported that 
the plane carried -a nuclear de­ 
vice but the report later was de­ 
nied by Convair officials in Dal­ 
las. 


MRS. EARL RHODES, who was 
in the Oak Grove school building, 
said at first she thought the jet 
had crashed into the building be­ 
cause it shook so badly fwm the 
explosion. 
Wheeler said the plane, which 
must be controlled by a compli­ 
cated hydraulic system because of 
its great 
speed, 
tumbled three 
times. "When it went over the 
fourth time, we bailed out." he 
said.

TONIGHT, 
HOWEVER, 
the 
City Council will view an amend­ 
ment which proposes a reduction 
of professional license lees from 
a charge of $100 for one and two- 
man law and medical offices to 
a straight $75 per man. 
"This is a step in the right 
direction,” 
said Burt, 
"but it 
doesn't travel far enough.” 
As its stands today, the ordin­ 
ance provides a graduated scale 
of fees, ranging from the $100 
assessment 
per 
individual 
for 
small offices to a high of $250 
per office for firms with 11 to 
14 professional 
staff 
members. 


BURT SAID he will remain ada­ 
mant on his decision to fight the 
ordinance even if the new amend­ 
ment is approved because "the 
entire 
ordinance 
must be 
re­ 
written.”

Commission staff engineers and 
accountants will present the re­ 
sults of their independent investi­ 
gation of the company's opera­ 
tions and finances

LONDON 'U P!'—One of Brit­ 
ain's leading moon experts said 
yesterday that Russia will land an 
instrument rocket on the moon 
"in the very near future.”- 
Such a landing may even be 
"imminent.” said selenographpr 
(rr.oon scientist) Patrick Moore, 
who has many contacts among 
Russian space scientists. 
MOORE SAID THE moon land­ 
ing was part of a comprehensive 
Soviet plan to carry out so much 
basic research on the earth’s own 
satellite that it will, in effect, "be­ 
come Russia's own scientific pre­ 
serve.” 
"There won't be much left for 
the United States on anyone else 
to do on or about the moon if the 
Soviet 
program 
proceeds on 
schedule,” he said. 
MOORE SAID the Russians had 
completed two phases of their 
four-part program with Lunik II 
which hit the moon and Lunik III 
which photographed it. 
Lunik IV will carry instruments 
to the moon and then, he said, 
will come the great adventure ot 
trying to land a man on the moon.

The journey was made in a half ton pick-up truck, 
w ith camp equipment. The roads or lack of them would 
m ake it impossible for a boulevard auto. 
A companion and I had a map of the area We went 
from w ater hole to w ater hole as m arked on the map, 
but in m any instances found no water. 
Pum ps were broken down, wind 
m ills blown over, or wells rated 
in — so if you contemplate trips 
of this kind out into the open des­ 
ert. be sure to carry sufficient 
w ater, because you cannot depend 
on finding water as marked on a 
m ap. 


WE VISITED the Old Wanderer 
Gold Mine which 
was 
deserted 
and no water. Next, 
a 
talcum 
powder 
mine 
abandoned, 
with 
m any thousand pounds of talcum 
powder laying on the ground near 
the open shaft. This was in chunks 
of 10 to 30 pounds In weight. But 
no 
water. 
Halloran 
Spring 
as 
m arked on the m ap was also 
found after trial and error of un­ 
m arked turns in sandy roads, but 
it likewise yielded no water. And 
so it went for three days. 
A couple of days were spent in 
Mule Canyon, the source of vast 
quantities of borax, m ade famous 
by the Twrenty Mule Teams w hich 
transported this m aterial over the 
deserts to railroad loading points. 
Hundreds of acres in this now de­ 
serted canyon have high cliffs of 
very colorful rocks or clay — they 
■re 
red. 
high 
yellow, 
strong 
greens, vivid purple 
black, and 
some verging into blues. 


THESE STRONG individual col­ 
ors and all the shades in between 
greet your 
eyes 
wherever 
you 
look It is a fantastic place. This 
m ust have been a volcano at some 
tim e, or a group of several dose 
together. 
One day was spent at tha Ghost 
Town of Calico, which had mines 
th at produced Rtt million dollars 
Silver from 1881 to 1896. 
re«l purpose of the trip w 
to find the famous old Toltec Tur­ 
quoise tftiue. This we found, after 
m any miles of sandy roads, often 
m ere trails, winding up and down 
over hills, in a 
barren 
desert 
country. 


THIS MINE WAS opened by In­ 
dians. using primitive hand tools, 
who came up from Old Mexico 
about 150 years ago. Much tur­ 
quoise was transported back to 
Mexico on burros at that Ume. 
But 
warlike 
Indians 
descended 
upon them from the north and all 
these early workers were killed, 
and the mine was abandoned. 
In the early nineteen hundreds 
the famous jewelry firm of Tif­ 
fany acquired control of the prop­ 
erty. They put in a large crew 
of men who blasted tunnels into 
the 
mountain, 
and 
dynamited 
their way down deep shafts into 
the solid rock, searching out the 
elusive 
turquoise 
veins 
which 
yielded the beautiful gem-like m a­ 
terial. 
ALL THIS WAS shipped to New 
York and told to jewelry makers 
both here and abroad. After the 
Tiffany meD left, the mine was 
again abandoned, and is a very 
desolate and lonesome placa to­ 
day. In that part of the desert, 
there is little vegetation, no trees, 
no people, no rain, no water, no 
birds, no sound. 
We saw exactly one kit fox, run­ 
ning round through the empty tun­ 
nels of the mine.

The occasion is National Art Week 
which opens on Sunday, Nov. 1. 
W hile there are a number of fields of 
creative, cultural, skilled design, execu­ 
tion, achievem ent and expression in­ 
cluded in the recognized Arts, a number 
of which are well represented locally, 
the largest g.oup by far in the desert 
area is that of the desert painters. 
From a meagre beginning a number 
of years ago when some of the artists 
who won immortal fame for their fine 
oils first turned to painting the beauties 
of desert landscapes, the local Art Col­ 
ony has steadily increased each year 
until it is now one of the largest and 
most productive on the West Coast.

The Suntown Patio Gallery lo­ 
cated in the center of Cathedral City is 
the scene of numerous “one man shows’’ 
with John Hilton, well known local art­ 
ist being featured currently. 
Thus the people of the Desert Empire

are identical political animals. 
Horses in tha show ring all have 
the same number of feet, ears 
and eyes. How do- the judges 
score 
the equine 
contestants? 
There are criteria 
known 
as 
‘ style, way of going, conforma­ 
tion and 
suitability.” 
How 
to 
score those prancing politicos? 


HUBERT HUMPHREY comes 
first in political leadership and 
executive experience. While not 
“boss’’ of Minnesota, the Sena­ 
tor heads up a political organ­ 
ization there. It caught the at­ 
tention and admiration of anoth­ 
er Democratic contender, Lyn­ 
don Johnson, 
who 
went 
cam­ 
paigning in Minnesota five years 
ago 
thinking 
that 
Humphrey 
needed some 
help. 
Humphrey 
didn't. Ho won big. 
Humphrey burst into national 
view, and into mine, at tho lM i 
Democratic Convention when he 
electrified the delegates with a 
Civil Rights speech. It complete­ 
ly 
reversed 
the 
majority 
of 
press 
section 
predictions. 
It 
drove a large band of Southern­ 
ers into a third 
party 
move­ 
ment. As things turned out, it 
contributed to 
Candidate 
Tru­ 
man s eventual victory over the 
pussy-footing Republican candi­ 
date. 


EVEN IF THIS is overstating 
Humphrey's leadership, 
he 
is 
still miles ahead of Kennedy and 
Symington 
in 
this 
quality. 
Neither of them has any State 
’ ’machine” and neither has ever 
eome near to leading any such 
moral 
crusade. 
In 
addition. 
Humphrey is the only one of 
these three ever to hold a po­ 
litical executive office, which is 
what the presidency is. Humph­ 
rey wax mayor of Minneapolis, 
and evidently a good one. for 
ha was reelected to the post. 
But 
in 
another 
important 
phase of politics — parliam en­ 
tary debate — Kennedy scores 
the most points. Although his 
detractors speak of Kennedy as 
being staff-tAund 
(he keeps a 
regiment of assistants at his el­ 
bow even on the Senate floor», I 
hold this to be an unjust belittle- 
ment. 


THE MASSACHUSETTS 
Sen­ 
ator 
wowed 
the 
Senate 
last 
spring in a head-to-head debate 
with John McClellan of Arkan­ 
sas. There was talk that Ken­ 
nedy would 
pull 
his 
punches 
against this older man, this pop­ 
ular national figure. But Ken­ 
nedy didn’t. He beat McClellan, 
and heat 
him 
fairly. 
Neither 
Hum j\*ey (a hyperbolisti 
nor 
Syming:on ( a declaimer» can 
touch Kennedy in a floor de­ 
bate. 
That leave* Symington. He is 
not a party organizer, or a lead­ 
er of causes, or a debater, or 
even much of a public speaker. 
But he is older than the other 
two, richer in extra-political ex­ 
perience, much m ore thoughtful 
(without being a deep thinker» 
than Humphrey or Kennedy. 


IT MAT BE this quality of 
experience, for which there is 
no substitute, that m akes it pos­ 
sible to say for Symington what 


can't be said for Humphrey or 
Kennedy. 
Symington 
knows 
what's wrong with the country. 
The 
country 
doesn't 
lack for 
welfare las Humphrey likes to 
bewail», and it doesn’t lack for 
abstract 
liberalism 
(which 
is 
what Kennedy's appeal adds up 
tol. but it does lack for the 
canny knack of making a busi­ 
ness bum. 
The present steel strike will 
furnish an 
e x a m p l e . 
Were 
Humphrey or Kennedy in 
t h e 
White House, they would pre­ 
sumably come out for more wel­ 
fare and liberalism for the Steel­ 
workers, throwing the presiden­ 
tial weight to the side of Labor. 
B ui Symington, despite his ADA 
record, would not see it from 
that viewpoint. He would be — 
and is — concerned with the 
loss of millions of tons of steel 
and millions of dollars in buy­ 
ing power. 


SYMINGTON'S 
formula 
for 
the steel strike settlement, if I 
understand 
him, 
would 
begin 
with the certain knowledge that 
one of the disputants (Labor ► 
did not want this long strike. 
Thus Symington in 
the 
White 
House, I am sure, would throw 
all the weight of that great of­ 
fice upon forcing an early set­ 
tlement. He would not babble 
too much about the cliches of 
“free’’ 
collective 
bargaining, 
but ha would 
stress 
the 
far 
greater public interest of steel 
production. 
The country does not lack for 
■'freedom.'' of which we have 
an ample amount. But 
if 
w# 
lack for steel, if the Labor-Man- 
ag'ment-Gov ernment 
combine 
fails 
in 
industrial 
production, 
then the USA is poor indeed. 
And the Qualified Liberal who 
thinks in these practical term s 
is the one for my blue ribbon.

How does the President start 
his charcoal, for instance? 


DOES HE POUR on lighter 
fluid? Does he put paper under 
the charcoal? And if so, which 
paper?

The going gets sticky 
at times, but the message is 
worth it. 
Robert Hartung's adaptation re­ 
mained true to the original, al­ 
though references to radicals, 
overtones of political corruption 
and a sharp discourse of judicial 
expediency were missing. 


STILL, IIARTUNG 
was ex­ 
tremely skillful in his editing and 
his script was given a mighty as­ 
sist by the gloomy setting of a 
New York City bridgehead and 
the delicate touches of producer- 
director George Schaefer.
